work, located at Esquela, Arizona 
Although there are American In ­ 
dians to be found in every state of 
the union, Oklahoma ranks first In 
Indian

second, the speaker said 
Dr. Girton spoke principally of 
the C hristian 
work 
among 
two 
prom inent 
tribes 
segregated 
on | 
reservations in Arizona, the Pima 
and the Papago tribes, 
He em ­ 
phasized the poverty of the Papago 
people due to the lack of water on 
their 
reservations 
and 
portrayed

years ago. when m any of the In ­ 
dians lost seventy-five per cent of 
their cattle, and the cattle re pre- j

By M. T. HARTMAN, 
County Farm Agent 
Several 
farmers 
in 
southern 
Pennsylvania 
last fall 
harvested 
soybeans for seed. With a whole­ 
sale price of $1.50 per bushel 
or 
better and yields around 20 bushels 
per acre, the crop is expected to net 
a satisfactory profit. 
In most cases, the harvesting was 
done with a combine after the 
beans were fully ripe. This is by 
far the njost convenient and satis­ 
factory method of handling if one 
has no use for the straw, since it 
is left spread on the field for soli 
improvement. In some of the com­ 
mercial bean growing sections, the 
crop is cut with a binder or mower 
with a buncher attachment, left in 
the 
field 
until 
dry, 
and 
then 
threshed. 
Threshing soybeans is 
usually a dirty job. The straw' has 
some feeding value, depending on 
the amount of leaves it contains 
Byt the time the beans are dead 
ripe the leaves have largely fallen. 
Some of the beans harvested last 
year were planted to smother out 
the large Canadian thistle. 
Two 
consecutive crops of vigorous beans 
sown fairly thtek about June I, as 
soon after ploying as possible, have 
practically eradicated thistles, uA 
badly infested fields, and might be 
used with equal success on some 
other pernicious weeds. 
Large Export 
Before 
Jumping 
Into 
soybean 
growing too 
heavily one 
should 
realize that the high price last year 
was due 
to the 
unusually large 
number of bushels exported to Ger­ 
many. These were picked up for 
about 50 cents or less per bushel 
before anyone realized that too few 
were kept back for seed. The ris­ 
ing price this year is due to con­ 
tinued w*et 
weather last 
spring 
which reduced the acreage planted 
in the com belt, while the coastal

“The Financial Responsibility act 
which requires that this data be 
given demands that applications be 
returned if the questions# are not 
answeerd, are only partially an­ 
swered or are incorrectly answered 
“In addition to costing the com­ 
monwealth about $80 a day, the 
large number of applications re­ 
turned because the applicants do 
not fill them out properly will un­ 
doubtedly prevent many from get­ 
ting their new licenses in time for
